Rice Defends Iraq Planning 


Confirmation likely despite tough questioning by Democrats 


WASHINGTON I Condoleezza Rice dealt with 
some less-than-diplomatic questioning Tuesday 
on her way to becoming the nation’s top diplo- 
mat, taking on Senate critics of Bush admin- 
istration Iraq policy one after another. 

President Bush’s nominee to succeed Colin 
Powell as secretary of state bristled just once, 
when Sen. Barbara Boxer, D- Calif, suggested 
loyalty to Bush and zeal to sell the war over- 
whelmed her respect for the truth. 

“I have never lost my respect for the truth 
in the service of anything,” the president’s 
national security adviser retorted during the 


daylong hearing before the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

Yet the Democratic 
thrusts were largely symbol- 
ic as Rice appeared headed 
toward easy Senate confir- 
mation to become the first 
blackwoman to hold the top foreign-policy post. 

She gave no ground during the questioning, 
insisting the United States was fully prepared 
for the Iraq war and its aftermath and refus- 
ing to give a timetable for U.S. troops to come 


home. An American exit strategy depends on 
Iraq’s ability to defend itself against terrorists 
after this month’s elections, she said. 

Rice said the administration’s actions after 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks — including 
the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq — were 
“difficult and necessary and right.” She 
pledged to work to improve ties that were 
frayed with some allies by U.S. policy. 

If confirmed Rice, 50, would replace Powell 
as America’s most visible face abroad. As 
national security adviser for the past four years. 
Rice was Bush’s most trusted foreign affairs 
adviser and a main architect of policies in Iraq, 
Europe and elsewhere, anngearan(ap)

WASHiNGTONiThe Supreme Court 
on Tuesday dodged a dispute over 
the government’s plans to con- 
duct military trials for Osama bin 
Laden’s former driver and other for- 
eign terror suspects, avoiding a clash 
over the president’s powers. 

Justices were asked to decide 
if the Bush administration is 
trying to shortcut the rights of 
non-Americans facing trials at 
the Guantanamo Bay Navy base 


in Cuba. They declined, without 
comment. 

The court’s intervention would 
have been unusual because an 
appeals court also is considering 
the issue and has scheduled argu- 
ments March 8. Lawyers for Salim 
Ahmed Hamdan — a Yemeni fac- 
ing multiple charges — tried to 
speed things up by bypassing the 
lower court. 

The Supreme Court dealt with

WASHINGTON I An Iraqi-American 
businessman, accused of pocketing 
millions of dollars through the U.N. 
oil-for-food program with Iraq, 
pleaded guilty Tuesday to act- 
ing as an illegal agent of Saddam 
Hussein’s government. 

Samir A. Vincent, a naturalized 
U.S. citizen from Annandale, Va., is 
the first person to be charged in the 
Justice Department’s probe of the 
program, which U.N. audits have 
shown was badly mismanaged. 

The program produced an esti- 
mated $67 billion for humanitar- 
ian needs in Iraq but was used by 
Saddam to generate kickbacks that 
totaled another $1.7 billion, accord- 
ing to a CIA report by special weap- 
ons inspector Charles Duelfer. 

Vincent was among dozens of 
people and companies in the United 
States and elsewhere to receive 
vouchers from Saddam’s govern- 
ment for allocations of Iraqi oil as 
well as the right to keep profits they 
made selling or trading the oil. 

Attorney General John Ashcroft 
said Vincent was one of Saddam’s 
“accomplices” in an effort by Iraq 
to turn the program into a vehicle 
for Iraq to sell influence and fatten

ATLANTA | Blaming a computer soft- 
ware error, the government says it 
overstated the nation’s weight prob- 
lem in a widely reported study last 
year that said obesity was about to 
overtake smoking as the No. 1 cause 
of death in the United States.

Salute Kicks Off Week’s Festivities 



Bush pays tribute to 
U.S. troops, families at 
star-studded concert 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
launched his inaugural celebra- 
tions on Tuesday by thanking two 
groups that played major roles in 
his election to a second term — the 
military that prosecuted the war in 
Iraq and his most ardent and gen- 
erous political supporters. 

On the first of four days of fes- 
tivities that some have criticized as 
too extravagant amid war, deficits 
and natural disaster, the president 
and first lady Laura Bush criss- 
crossed Washington into the eve- 
ning to hobnob with soldiers, young 
Republicans and GOP bigwigs. 

Bush takes the oath of office 
Thursday to begin his next four 
years in the White House. 

Bush gave four speeches through- 
out the day, but the centerpiece was 


a salute to the military. The more 
than two -hour extravaganza was 
held at the MCI Center, its seats 
only about half-full with thou- 
sands of uniformed military and 


their families. The event was also 
piped to troops stationed in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

“As we prepare to celebrate our 
nation’s 55th presidential inaugura- 


tion, I can think of no better way to 
begin than by giving thanks for our 
freedom and those who make it pos- 
sible,” Bush said as he paid tribute 
to military personnel and families 
who have lost someone in war. 

The salute was meant to set the 
stage for the week’s theme of celebrat- 
ing freedom and honoring service. 
But Bush aides also hoped the high- 
profile placement of the event at the 
head of the schedule would dispel talk 
that the festivities — which could cost 
more than $50 million, with millions 
more for security — should be toned

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D.C. Pushes Feds to Pay for Inaugural 


WASHINGTON I D.C. Mayor Anthony 
Williams criticized the federal gov- 
ernment Tuesday for refusing to 
reimburse the District for inaugura- 
tion costs, but said he would contin- 
ue his fight to recoup federal home- 
land security grant money that’s 
being spent on this week’s events. 

Williams said he would like to 
see that happen when Congress 
takes up the city’s annual bud- 
get. “I hope that as the budget is 
debated, and as it moves through 
Congress, that we’ll be able to be 
made whole,” he said. 


The District’s costs for the inau- 
guration are expected to top $17 
million. The feder- 
al Department of 
Homeland Security 
told Williams to 
use $11.9 million in 
grants to cover secu- 
rity and other costs. 
The rest will come 
out of the Emergency Planning 
and Security Cost Fund, which has 
been used in the past for events like 
President Reagan’s funeral. 

In remarks to the U.S. 


Conference of Mayors, Williams 
said the city has been “forced into 
an unfunded mandate,” and that 
such a move sets a bad precedent. 

The homeland security money 
— which Williams described as 
“preventative, preparation dol- 
lars” — was not meant to pay for a 
scheduled event like the inaugura- 
tion, he said. 

“Now is not the time, nor is it 
acceptable ... to take the money 
and use it for a specific, spe- 
cial, quadrennial event,” he said.

Attacks on Shiites Continue 


Cabinet official says Iraq may slide into civil war 


BAGHDAD | A suicide bomber 
struck the Baghdad headquarters 
of Iraq’s biggest Shiite political 
party Tuesday, killing three peo- 
ple, as the government announced 
plans to close borders and restrict 
movements to bolster security in the 
national election. Three candidates 
were slain as insurgents intensified 
their bid to subvert the ballot. 

The suicide driver detonated 
his vehicle after security guards 


stopped it at a checkpoint in front 
of offices of the Supreme Council 
for the Islamic Republic in Iraq, one 
of the major groups contesting the 
election. The Shiite party, known as 
SCIRI, has close ties to Iran and is 
strongly opposed by Sunni Muslim 
militants. 

Iraqi police said the bomber 
and two others died and nine peo- 
ple were wounded. 

Sunni Muslim militants, who 


make up the bulk of Iraq’s insur- 
gents, have stepped up attacks on 
Shiites to frighten them into stay- 
ing home on election day. 

The Cabinet member responsible 
for internal security urged fellow 
Sunni Arabs to disregard threats 
by Sunni extremists and vote in 
the Jan. 30 election, in which 
Iraqis will choose a 275 -member 
National Assembly and regional leg- 
islatures. Otherwise, the minister 
warned, the country will slide into 
civil war. sameer n. yacoub (ap) 


British Soldier 
Pleads Guilty to 
Abusing Iraqi 

OSNABRUECK, GERMANY | ABritish 
soldier pleaded guilty to one count 
of beating an Iraqi captive, while he 
and two others pleaded not guilty 
to all other charges as their court- 
martial opened on allegations they 
mistreated Iraqis. 

Photos of alleged mistreatment 
published in a British newspaper in 
2003 led to investigations against 
the three men, and it is the first case 
of alleged abuse of Iraqis by British 
soldiers to go to trial. 

The photos showed a bound 
Iraqi being dangled over a loading 
dock by a forklift, another being 
subjected to a simulated kick, and

both Iraqis stripped and simulat- 
ing sexual acts together. 

“It cannot be said that those 
images depict something that is any- 
thing other than shocking,” prosecu- 
tor Lt. Col. Nick Clapham told the 
court Tuesday. Prosecutors alleged 
the events happened on a single day 
in May 2003 near Basra, (ap)

China Goes 
On Offense 
Over Zhao 

Ex-leader s ouster in 
’89 called ‘right’; media 
censors news of death 

BEIJING I China on Tuesday defend- 
ed its 1989 decision to depose for- 
mer Communist Party leader Zhao 
Ziyang for sympathizing with the 
Tiananmen Square pro-democracy 
protesters, indicating there were no 
plans to honor him in death. 

The statements by Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Kong Quan 
were the first official comments on 
Zhao since his death Monday at 85. 

Zhao spent his last 15 years under 
house arrest after being dismissed 
as the country’s top leader following 
the military’s June 4, 1989, attack 
on the demonstrators, which killed 
possibly thousands. 

Asked for the government’s opin- 
ion of Zhao, Kong cited rulings that 
the protests were a counterrevolu- 
tionary riot and that Zhao, who 
sympathized with the demonstra- 
tors, tried to “split the party.” 

“Over the past 15 years since the 
incident, China’s development has 
proved that this final judgment is 
right,” Kong said. 

On Tuesday, state media marked 
Zhao’s passing with only brief men- 
tions. (AP)

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I In the 
biggest test of his brief tenure, 
Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas came to the Gaza Strip on 
Tuesday, hoping to persuade mili- 
tants to halt attacks on Israel. But 
in a show of defiance, a Palestinian 
suicide bomber blew himself up on 
a settler road in Gaza, killing an 
Israeli security agent and wound- 
ing seven other Israelis. 

The Islamic militant group 
Hamas claimed responsibility 
for the attack — the first suicide 
bombing against an Israeli target 
since Nov. 1. 


Before the bombing, Israeli 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon 
warned his patience was running 
thin, telling military commanders 
the army must deal with rocket and 
mortar attacks against Israelis “at 
the earliest possible stage.” 

Israel has come under interna- 
tional pressure to hold off on any 
large-scale raid into Gaza to give 
Abbas, who took office Saturday, a 
chance to cobble together a cease- 
fire. Abbas traveled to Gaza on 
Tuesday evening and planned to 
remain for several days to try to work 
out a deal with the militants, (ap) 


‘RIGHT OF RETURN’ RETHINK 

NEARLY HALF OF Palestinians 
would accept limits on the num- 
ber of refugees who could return 
to Israel underafinal peace pact, 
an Israeli-Palestinian poll pub- 
lished Tuesdayfound. 

The Palestinians have long 
demanded thatthe hundreds of 
thousands whofled duringthe 
1948 creation of Israel be permit- 
ted to return. Israel says it would 
destroy its Jewish character. 

Tuesday’s poll found that 46 
percent of Palestinians would 
acceptacompromise, upfrom 25

India: Pakistani Troops Violated Truce 


N E w D E L H 1 1 India accused Pakistani 
soldiers Tuesday of firing mortar 
shells across the dividing line in 
Kashmir in the first violation of a 
14 -month cease-fire between the 
South Asian nuclear- armed rivals. 

The cease-fire was the longest 
since an insurgent campaign in the 
divided Himalayan province began 
in 1989. Both countries claim the 
mainly Muslim state in its entirety 


and have fought two wars over it. 

A senior army official said there 
were no casualties on the Indian 
side, and Indian troops had not 
retaliated. A Pakistan army spokes- 
man, speaking in Islamabad, said he 
was not aware of the incident. 

The reports of firing came 
hours after another setback to the 
ties between the South Asian rivals, 
which are now pursuing peace. 


Islamabad accused New Delhi of 
deliberately scuttling talks on a dis- 
puted dam that India is building 
on its side of Kashmir. Pakistani 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Masood Khan said the dispute will 
cast a “bad light” on peace talks. 

For decades, India and Pakistan 
regularly fired at each other across 
the cease-fire line, killing soldiers 
and civilians and damaging homes 
and farms. However, they agreed to a 
cease-fire in November 2003. (ap)

Airbus Rolls Out 


Massive 

European plane-maker 
raises stakes in long 
rivalry with Boeing 

TOULOUSE, FRANCE I Airbus put its 
stamp on aviation history Tuesday, 
unveiling the world’s largest com- 
mercial jet and raising the stakes in 
its 35 -year rivalry with Boeing Co. 

The A380 “superjumbo,” 
revealed at a lavish ceremony, gives 
the European plane-maker a new 
flagship at a time when Boeing is 
losing market share and closing 
down some production. 

French President Jacques Chirac 
and other European leaders struck a 
triumphal note, hailing the A380 as 
a sign of Europe’s capacity to gener- 
ate world-beating industries. 

But the A380 remains a $13 
billion bet on a particular vision 
of global aviation, in which carri- 
ers need ever-bigger planes to pro- 
cess growing numbers of passengers

through the busiest airports that are 
hubs between connecting flights. 

If Airbus is right, the A380 
could consign the 747 to history, 
deal a further blow to Boeing and 
leave Airbus with a monopoly in a 
lucrative and fast-growing mar- 
ket. Boeing would need 10 years 
or more to develop a rival to the 
A3 80, industry experts say. 

If Airbus is wrong, however, then 
its lead over Boeing could prove 
short-lived. Boeing sees a differ- 
ent future, one in which industry 
deregulation and smaller, long- 
range planes like its planned 7E7 
allow passengers increasingly to fly 
direct, spurning stopovers. 

In a three -class cabin layout, the 
A380 will carry 555 passengers — 33 
percent more than the 747- On a full 
tank, it will carry passengers 5 per- 
cent farther than Boeing’s longest- 
range jumbo. Airbus claims, produc- 
ing costs per passenger that are up to 
one -fifth below its rival’s, (ap) 


WorldCom Judge OKs ‘Infidelity’ Query 


NEW YORK I Lawyers for former 
WorldCom chief Bernard Ebbers 
will be allowed to question the star 
prosecution witness about marital 
infidelity, a judge ruled Tuesday. 

The decision was a boost for the 
defense, which will try to raise ques- 
tions about the credibility of the wit- 
ness, former chief financial officer 
Scott Sullivan. U.S. District Judge 


Barbara Jones said the line of ques- 
tioning was permissible because it 
spoke to “Mr. Sullivan’s character 
for truthfulness.” 

The ruling came one day before 
questionnaires were to be handed 
out to potential jurors in the trial of 
Ebbers, who is accused of orches- 
trating an $11 billion accounting

Struggling Krispy Kreme Dumps CEO 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. I CEO Scott 
Livengood was ousted Tuesday as 
head of Krispy Kreme Doughnuts, 
the once -trendy chain whose stock 
price has plummeted amid a federal 
securities investigation and allega- 
tions of padded sales figures. Krispy 
Kreme shares jumped 12 percent. 

The Winston-Salem company’s 


board of directors announced the 
retirement of Livengood, who has 
been criticized for his handling 
of the company’s recent financial 
problems, as one of “a number of 
important actions to address the 
company’s current situation.” 

Livengood, 52, who has been at 
the helm for seven years and led the 


company’s rapid rise, was replaced 
as CEO by Stephen Cooper, a turn- 
around specialist 
who most recent- 
ly shepherded the 
Enron bankruptcy 
reorganization. 

The company 
also warned that 
declines in sales may 
lead to a fourth quarter loss, (ap)

Peaceful End to Downtown Standoff

Driver threatened 
to blow up cargo van 
near the White House 

WASHINGTON I A police Standoff 
that snarled traffic for blocks and 
led police to evacuate several blocks 
of downtown as a precaution ended 
peacefully Tuesday evening, more 
than four hours after a man threat- 
ened to blow up a van a short dis- 
tance from the White House. 

Authorities said the man, 
whose identity was not immedi- 
ately released, was upset about a 
family matter and that the episode 
did not appear to be related to ter- 
rorism or Thursday’s presidential 
inauguration. 

But the swift response by hun- 
dreds of police officers, rooftop 
snipers and armored vehicles 
underscored the tight security in 
Washington, especially for this 
week’s inaugural events. 

The incident began just before 


4 p.m. at 15th Street and 
Pennsylvania Avenue NW. Police 
said the man, who was driving a 
cargo van, claimed to have 15 gal- 
lons of gasoline inside along with 


a triggering device. The Secret 
Service and District police sur- 
rounded the van, approaching it 
with guns drawn. 

Hundreds of officers were at 


the scene, positioned along 15th 
and nearby streets. 

Authorities said the man 
claimed that his son was in fed- 
eral custody. 

About 8 p.m., the man surren- 
dered. By then, police had already 
swept through office buildings on 
15th Street NW, evacuating them. 
At least three command vehicles 
were on the scene. 

An armored vehicle rode up and 
down 15th Street, and hazmat vehi- 
cles, ambulances and other emer- 
gency equipment took over the 
streets.

FOOTBALL I For someone saddled 
with the reputation of not winning 
the big one. Bill Cowher certainly 
coaches in a lot of big games. 

That’s why there’s extra incentive 
in Sunday’s AFC championship game 
for one of the most successful coaches 
to never win a Super Bowl: The man 
widely considered pro football’s best 
coach is on the opposing sideline. 

Cowher, the Steelers’ coach since 
1992, has won more regular season 
games and division titles than the 
Patriots’ Bill Belichick — and just

95, Cowher won three division titles 
to Belichick ’s none. 

Amid the one-sided comparisons 
is the singular statistic that explains 
why Belichick is the resident wizard 
among NFL coaches, and Cowher is 
considered to be merely among the 
elite. Super Bowls won: Belichick 
2, Cowher 0. 

And it’s not just winning foot- 
ball’s biggest game that’s been the 
problem, it’s getting there. This is 
the fifth time since 1995 the Steelers 


have staged the AFC title game, yet 
they have won only once and were 
upset three times as a favorite. 

“I want to win a championship,” 
Cowher said. “It has been avoid that 
has been there.” 

Cowher, talking Tuesday, didn’t 
try to rationalize the Steelers’ AFC 
title game upset losses to San Diego 
(January 1995), Denver (1998) or 
New England (2002).

ROAD TEST I The new Pontiac G6 
sedan is an unimpressive success. 
It’s engine isn’t silky, interior isn’t 
elegant and ride isn’t comfort- 
able. 

On the upside, the G6’s exte- 
rior styling is clean, with no 
cladding and other nonsense. 

And while it might not be the 
smoothest or most powerful 
engine, the G6 delivers suffi- 
cient punch around town and 
in highway driving. 

Overall, the G6’s interior is 
laid out well, with clearly readable 


gauges that include voltage and oil 
pressure indicators. Controls are self 
explanatory and, except for the fog 
lamp button tucked out of sight to 
the left of the steering wheel, are 
well located. 

The handling 
is quite agile, 
and its 


electronic steering nicely weight- 
ed — once you get used to it. The 
tires stick like glue to the pavement, 
though their traction is less impres- 
sive in snow. 

But riders pay a price for the on- 

k 


road poise in a busy and somewhat 
crude ride that can get tiresome. 
Long drives will leave one aching 
to get out of the partially power- 
adjustable driver’s seat. The G6 has 
significantly little hip room and rear 
seat headroom, but offers much rear 
legroom. 

However, as a positive, the 
G6’s trunk is spacious and 
the rear seatbacks fold 




down to increase cargo space. 

You’d be happy with a G6. It’s a 
solid effort and worth looking at. It’s 
a large improvement over its prede- 
cessor, the aged Grand Am, that sta- 
ple of rental fleets, but that wasn’t 
a very tough act to follow. The G6 
certainly looks more stylish. 

On the other hand, the G6 is less 
impressive when stacked against 
the two bestsellers among mid- 
size sedans — the Toyota Camry 
and Honda Accord. The $28,000 
price of a heavily optioned G6 is 
about $5,000 more than you’d pay 
for that car, even factoring in the

Hydrogen Bummer 


New models at auto 
show seem to mock 
environmental values 

SHOWS I To know what strange 
times these are in the automotive 
world, you need only contemplate 
the words: hydrogen-powered 
Hummer. Using hydrogen to power 
a 3 -ton SUV seems a sadly comical 
misapplication of technology and 
exemplifies a distressing contempt 
for seriousness. Why not capture 3.5 
billion fireflies and use their incan- 
descence to power a Buick? 

And yet, there it sits on the floor 
of the Los Angeles Convention 
Center. GM’s interest is obvious: 
The Hummer is synonymous with 
a kind of ecological infantilism — to 
drive one is to be seen as throwing 
a tantrum over inconvenient facts 
such as America’s addiction to 
foreign oil and global warming. 
Anything to paint this pig green 
is a help. 

Environmentalists probably 
found the Los Angeles Auto Show 
a letdown last weekend. If anything, 
the show was retrograde. Take the 
Venturi Fetish, the first production

electric sports car. The car sells for 
$660,000, which, it hardly seems 
necessary to point out, is stupid. Far 
from promoting battery- electric 
vehicles, the Fetish discredits it. 

Another deeply frivolous alt-fuel 
exercise is BMW’s H2R, the world’s 
fastest hydrogen-powered car, hold- 
er of nine world records. But how far 
does this get us toward the hydro- 
gen economy? It burns cryogenic 
hydrogen — spooky stuff, espe- 
cially when you’re pumping the 
pressurized liquid at minus 253 
degrees Kelvin. 

It was a good show for imagining 
the short-term in car ecology. As for 
the long term: answer unclear, ask 
again, dan neil (los angeles times) 
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HER MAJESTY’S PAYOFF: Bookies are betting on Bond — and on Clive Owen. 
Apparently, bookmakers halved Owen’s odds of playing the suave spy to 4-1 from 
8-1, but Hugh Jackman inched upto2-1 and Ewan McGregor is on the board at 7-2.

The beach is hell this

DEBUT I What do you get when 
you combine “The Omen” with 
“The O.C.”? “Point Pleasant” 
(9 p.m., Fox). 

“Pleasant” kicks off with a meteo- 
rological bang. After a sudden, vio- 


lent storm knocks out local power 
and drives the teen scene from the 
beach, dreamy lifeguard Jesse (Sam 
Page) spies something on the dis- 
tant waves. Ignoring the cries of his 
sulking girlfriend, Paula (Cameron 
Richardson), and fickle friend Terry 
(Brent Weber), he swims out to 
rescue the beautiful and mysteri- 
ous Christina Nickson (Elisabeth 
Harnois). 


Upon resuscitation, Christina 
opens her eyes with a start and 
the power goes back on all over 
New Jersey. Yes, she’s a girl with 
something extra. 

Jesse takes her to the home of 
the local doctor, named Dr. Ben 
Kramer (Richard Burgi), hus- 
band to the brittle, churchgoing 
Meg (Susan Walters), who’s still 
reeling from the accidental death of 


her daughter. This fact has turned 
her other daughter, Judy (Aubrey 
Dollar), snarly and hip. She may 
not score with the local boys, but 
she’s more interesting than the 
average TV teen. 

Christina tells the Kramers 
a series of hard-to -fathom tales 
about being washed overboard 
from a cruise ship, a mysterious 
father and a mother she’s deter- 
mined to find. 

Unbeknownst to Christina, she’s 
really the daughter of the devil him- 
self And in spite of her sweet face 
and gentle demeanor, Christina 
brings out the hidden passions in 
her friends and neighbors. 

“Pleasant” is no more prepos- 
terous than the best (or worst) 
Stephen King novel. The show 
does a credible job of mixing 
occult hooey with hormonal over- 
drive, and the makers of “Pleasant” 
seem to have fun riffing and ref- 
erencing horror classics. A mere 
mortal who tries to get between 
Christina and her “father” comes to 
a venomous “Omen”-esque demise. 
Christina’s own suppressed desire 
for Jesse results in a blow-up right 
out of “The Birds.”

Crime Imitates ‘The Wire’ 


Cops say drug 
dealers are taking 
tips from HBO show 

NEW TRICKS I David Simon’s HBO 
series “The Wire” — a fictional 
account of a police investigation 
of Baltimore drug dealers — alleg- 
edly had some real-life dealers tak- 
ing notes. 


While announcing a crack- 
down on Friday of a cocaine ring, 
police said their investigation was 
hampered by the suspects’ habit of 
switching cell phones to evade elec- 
tronic eavesdropping — a technique 
they had picked up from TV. 

“Believe it or not, these guys cop- 
ied ‘The Wire,”’ one of the investi- 
gators, Sgt. Felipe Rodriguez, said 
at a news conference. “They were 


constantly dumping their phones. It 
made our job so much harder.” 

While doing business by cell 
phone, the suspects often spoke to 
each other about “The Wire” after it 
aired on Sunday nights, Rodriguez 
said. Some of the officers listening 
to them also were fans. 

“If we missed anything [on the 
show] , we got it from them Monday 
morning,” the sergeant said, (ap)

Disaster in Detail 


BOO KS I A new book about the fall 
of the Twin Towers recounts in 
excruciating detail the individual 
fates of many inside the buildings 
on Sept. 11, 2001. 

In a gripping narrative, the 
authors assert that at least 1,500 
died because of poor escape routes 
and that as many as 200 firefight- 
ers stayed inside because they were 
never radioed about the imminent 
danger. 

“102 Minutes: The Untold Story 
of the Fight to Survive Inside the 
Twin Towers” by Jim Dwyer and 
Kevin Flynn, staffers at the New 
York Times, has received excel- 
lent reviews and in some cases has 
evoked emotional reactions from 
victims’ families.

Out-Foxed By 
Excess Reality 


TV’s channel of 
youth takes a beating 
from scripted series 

R AT I N G S I The sagging Fox network’s 
chief executive admitted Monday 
it had leaned too heavily on real- 
ity programming this TV season, 
including the disastrous “Who’s 
Your Daddy?” 

Fox has been caught on the 
wrong side of audience taste in 
the past few months. Scripted 
series like ABC’s Golden Globe- 
winning “Desperate Housewives” 
and “Lost” are hot, while viewers 
seem to have little patience for new 
reality series. 

Fox’s problems were symbolized 
by the adoption competition “Who’s 
Your Daddy?” Adoption advocates 
were appalled; the public didn’t 
much care. Five other “Who’s Your 
Daddy?” episodes already filmed 
will be shelved. Fox entertainment 
president Gail Berman said. 

At its best. Fox is a mix of script- 
ed and unscripted, high-brow and 
low-brow. “In the case of this fall we 
drifted to too much on the unscript- 
ed side,” Berman said. “But I think 


the audience expects loud things 
from Fox. Sometimes they work ... 
and sometimes they don’t.” 

Fox is averaging 5.9 million 
primetime viewers this season, 
down from 6.5 million at this 
point last year. More importantly 
for the youth- obsessed Fox, it’s in 
fourth place among viewers aged 
18-to-49. 

Fox loudly proclaimed an all- 
season strategy last year, prom- 
ising to debut new series all year 
round, including summer. The net- 
work will tweak the strategy this 
year, debuting some new shows in 
May instead of June. 

One new series will be the ani- 
mated “American Dad,” which is 
being given a sneak preview after 
the Super Bowl. It’s from “Family 
Guy” creator Seth MacFarlane, 
who is also making new episodes 
of that cartoon after the canceled 
series became an unexpected hit 
on DVD. Both new shows launch 
May 1. 

Fox also announced that “That 
’70s Show” has been renewed for 
an eighth season, even though 
series stars Topher Grace and 
Ashton Kutcher aren’t returning. 
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SINGLE NUTS FEMALE; It sounds crazy, but it’s “True.” Anne Heche is setto star in 
a pilotforthe WB. In “True,” Heche plays a new, and newly abandoned, mother who 
moves back in with her parents to struggle with life, love and other heart-warming things.

OUTLETS I When Casey Stratton 
was a struggling singer- songwrit- 
er, he had idealistic notions about 
artistic integrity.

As dietary standards 
are reshaped, there’s 
more new to chew 

Like many Americans, the food 
industry has been talking a lot about 
healthy eating, improved nutrition 
and making better choices. Trans 
fats are out, whole grains are in and 
so are balanced lifestyles. 

Whether or not it lasts longer 
than a New Year’s resolution, that 
commitment to healthier foods 
should soon be more evident in the 
marketplace. Faced with obesity and 
changing dietary guidelines, food 
makers and fast-food companies 
are responding with products and 
initiatives that will surface on store 
shelves and menus, and in vending 
machines and TV ads. 

Bob Goldin, an analyst at 
Chicago -based food consultan- 
cy Technomic Inc., senses “a real 
ground shift” starting to take place. 
‘We are seeing some change,” he said. 
“We’re going to see some more prod- 


keting practices and the introduction 
of foods that are healthier.” 

Federal officials recently issued 
new dietary guidelines, advising 
Americans to eat more whole grains, 
fruits and vegetables and stick to 
fat-free or lowfat milk. Food man- 
ufacturers now are likely to come 
out with more whole -grain cere- 
als and breads, more low-fat dairy 
products and changes in the ways 
french fries and chips are prepared, 
said Dr. Xavier Pi-Sunyer, a mem- 


ber of the dietary guidelines advi- 
sory committee. 

Kraft said it would curb advertis- 
ing of Oreo cookies, regular Kool-Aid 
and other snacks to children, to help 
encourage better eating. The vending 
machine trade association launched 
an anti-obesity campaign featuring a 
color-coded rating system with green 
(“Best choice”), yellow (“Choose occa- 
sionally”) and red (“Choose rarely”) 
stickers, based on nutrition content. 


A symbol system is used by Pepsi 
for the “Smart Spots,” designating 
some of its Baked Lay’s, Tropicana 
and other products as healthier. The 
company also has reduced sugar in 
Quaker cereals. 

General Mills will convert all 
breakfast cereals to whole grain. 
Also, Gorton removed trans fats 
from frozen seafood products, 
and Dannon Co. unveiled a “heart- 
healthy” nonfat yogurt, Dannon’s 


Light ’n’ Fit with Fiber. 

What’s next — low-fat pizza? 
Actually, that’s on the menu at Pizza 
Hut. The chain recently introduced 
the Fit ‘N Delicious pizza, contain- 
ing 25 percent less fat. 

The healthier eating trend has 
reshaped hamburger chains’ menus. 
Salads are big sellers for McDonald’s, 
which offers Happy Meals with fruit 
along with low-fat milk and bottled 
water, dave carpenter (ap)

Sounds Familiar 


I’ve been having serious deja vu this 
past week. Large portions of conver- 
sations seem bizarrely familiar. I was 
talking to this one shoe salesman 
and I just wanted to run away. This is 
not normal for me, and I can’t think 
of anything I’m doing differently this 
week. Can this happen periodically 
or something? -repeating in Arlington 

Didn’t you write me this ques- 
tion before? 

Two -thirds of us experience deja 
vu at one time or another. Various 
cognitive explanations have been 
offered, including that, occasion- 
ally, your senses might perceive 
something well before it actually 
registers in your conscious mind. 
This can make you feel you “knew” 
it before. It’s a common memory dis- 
tortion that doesn’t usually indicate 
a problem, but it also can be linked 
to stress and lack of sleep. Try get- 
ting some extra R&R, and see if it 
goes away. Might you also be buy- 
ing too many shoes? 

My wife and I are having problems 
for which we’re in counseling, but I’m 


afraid to tell her I don’t think I want 
to fix them anymore. I’m just so tired 
I want to call it quits. I know it would 
absolutely devastate her (she said 
so flat out), and I’m scared of all the 
changes divorce would bring. I’m not 
sure we can ever get back to that lov- 
ing feeling we had. I’m not sure what 

to do. -CONFUSED IN FAIRFAX COUNTY 

It was a great step to get into 
counseling for the problems you’ve 
been facing. So what makes you 
think that this latest, largest 
problem — your feeling unmoti- 
vated to make this marriage work 
— is not worth bringing up in that 
same forum? 

Marriage counselors aren’t just 
marriage fixers. Sadly, it’s some- 
times their job to help a couple 
call it quits. You’re unsure of what 
to do and scared of change. She’s 
terrified of getting hurt. A coun- 
seling session is the ideal place to 
talk these feelings through — far 
better than, say, the left-hand lane 
of the Beltway. 

Call your counselor and tell 
him or her you’re planning to dis- 
close this in your next session. 
Then do it. 

Whatever happens, you owe it 
to both of you to proceed openly 
and honestly.
